I think you have seen a demonstration of the Law of Unintended 
Consequences. Who knows what you disturbed while manipulating 

the set to get at concealed places. An oxide crystal could have 
insulated a circuit, perhaps from ground, and been destroyed by 
movement. Do you know that the caps were good in-circuit before 
they were disturbed? How about the resistors - measured in place? 


There's not much to go wrong in a 3 stage RC phase shift oscillator. 
It'll oscillate somewhere as long as the active elements are biased 
to amplify. 


Nice job on the retrace blanking.

Perched on top of the remnants of a SCR-522 aircraft set, these stately 
brown boxes were the backbone of post World War II 2M AM. I've several 
private VHF club newsletters which echo the QST and CQ record. But time 
was marching on them and the Wallman Cascode circuit was calling the 
cadence. 


A RME VHF-152, or any system that brings a band of frequencies down to a 
singe one, here 7 mc, is now called a "tuner." The scheme of moving a 
block of frequencies to another block is a "converter" in the modern 
sense. A 


Tecraft CC5-144, for instance, moves 144 to 148 down to start at 20M -- 
14 mc. Thus the receiver reads 14.400 for 144.400, in the typical 
example, and there is near uniform gain across the whole 4 mc. How did 
they do that? 


Television. I mean it starts with a "T" and brother I'll tell thee, it's 
Television. The Tecrafts and Tapetones and such use a crystal heterodyne 
system and broadband technology right out of your old Admiral's front end 
tuner. The Admirals and the rest of the navy went to dual triodes in the 
Wallman Cascode circuit. But some stayed with the fire-breathing 6AK5 
frame grid pentode through at least the 21mc IF TVs so why doesn't an RME 
do well on 2M? 


Ask W60SA in 73 Magazine for June 1959: 


"This particular model...never did work well on 2 meters. One look at 
the band switch will explain why." (p. 114) 


You decide if he's right. He may have meant it was convoluted, or had a 
bad LC ratio. I can't tell you what he did to fix it, on Boatanchors, 
but it involved a pre amp too. 


Finally, lets be sure we're not taking items like the RME-152, which were 
designed for 300 ohm twin lead, and surrounding them with SO-239s without 
benefit of impedance change. The OTs used twin lead ‘cause it was cheap, 
and balanced, and easy to run. We use coax because someone read QST to 
say it cured TVI. Pick ‘em, but match ‘em. 


With a full wave loop cut to 16.5 mc (wonder why?), twin lead fed to an 
RME -152A (stock), and thence to a '48 model National NC-57, I can hear 
the repeaters easily, plus all the baby monitors and portable phones I'd 
ever want to hear, if it were not unlawful to listen in. The Good 
Buddies and the Johnson Ranger Admiration Society at 29 mc comes in fine 
too. 


So what ‘ya gonna' do? Match the Zs, check the Rs and Cs, and, for 
reference only of course, e-mail me for a copy of W60SA article. 


BTW, don't forget the pre amp, too.

I have used one of these converters in the old AM days. Found it 
to be good. M. Hopkins sums up the situation very well. Remember 
the band switch tries to switch signals with a wavelength of only 
2 meters. This is hard to do well. In some of the better receivers, 
ie Watkins-Johnson, you switch front ends. In the FM receivers 
made during the late 1940s used the same converter for FM and 

AM. You switched coils. Again very difficult. They finally went to 
a separate FM front end and simply swithed power lines.

As many of you know this list is blessed with a few experts whom often feel 
compelled out of a sense of their civic duty or something to challenge any 
advise given in response to someone's request for help. This message is a 
follow-up to a particular response given by some DX guy to my recent comments 
about the benefits of using WD-40 to effectively clean switches and controls. 
You may also remember I said I had tried the Caig Labs DeOxit several years 
ago and that treatment had to be redone a few months later. This was a 
bandswitch which became balky again for whatever reason. I retreated it with 
WD-40 and it is still fine and has never given any more trouble since. 
Anyway, my piece was called "a lot of blather" from "a lack of any real 
knowledge." I was taken to task for "not knowing" that the stuff was "mostly 
just modified kerosene or stoddard solvent." He didn't say he was a chemical 
engineer but advised me to look it up in any chemical formulary book 
(available at all real libraries he said). I haven't done that yet but did 
ask our own resident chemical engineer (Ph.D.) about that and he said he 
doubted I would find my answer there due to proprietary ingredients. He said 
the MSDS also will not help much because that is only a list of materials 
that may present a health safety risk in order to comply with OSHA 
regulations. He said the only way to positively identify the exact chemical 
make-up of the solution was by "spectralanalysis." I am willing to bet you 
will find something more than kerosene in there. Besides the kerosene (or 
stoddard solvent or whatever) is a "carrier." Its job is to get the 
ingredients to the job site and then evaporate soon afterwards. It is there 
temporarily only and is designed to flash off soon afterwards leaving behind 
the active ingredients whatever they may be. Kerosene is a solvent of course 
and probably helps with the initial cleaning too before it is vaporized. I am 
not saying WD-40 is absolutely without a doubt the best thing going but I am 
in agreement with the Tektronix People who sent a can of the stuff to one of 
their customers that it is pretty good.
